Dear Staff: 

. Your story on the “One-Sided 
Court Struggle’ was perhaps the 
most severe of your numerous 
violations of the freedom of the 
press. The proverbial “freedom” 
that the press enjoys in our soci- 
ety does not give it the right to 
quote. eut of context or to mis- 
quote innocent statements for 
the purpose of “editorializing”’ 
its news reports. Surely, news 
cannot be that hard to find; bus- 
iness cannot be so poor that some 
members of the El Don staff 
must sensationalize the news to 
induce people to read it. 

The fifth paragraph in your 
story states that the court con- 
sensus was “that Shi Dade... 
did with energy and enthusiasm 
offer advice .. .”’ This was an 
accusation by the plaintiff not 
the consensus of the court. The 
case was not decided on the 
basis of malicious intent; it was 
decided on the admitted viola- 
tion of an election code. 

This may seem rather pica- 
yunish, but the trial was a civil, 
not a criminal, action. Your cov- 
erage of the story completely 
changes the complexion of the 
proceedings, and places undue 
emphasis on your interpretation 
of what Miss Dade’s intentions 
were. 

Why don’t you change the El 
Don’s name to “The Whipping 
Post?”

The all-around correspondent 
also comes in the form of El Don 
and Del Ano advisor Carl Ven- 
strom and his assignment for the 
1966-67 school year is Assistant 
Director of Adult Education for 
the Tustin Union High School 
District and also located in ad- 
ministration for adult education 
at Leisure World in Laguna 
Beach. 

Venstrom is taking his second 
years leave of absence from San- 
ta Ana College in his 19 years as 
an instructor. 

“This time I am seeking pro- 
fessional growth and a unique ex- 
perience in education, since the 
Leisure World program is strict- 
ly a creative job,” commented 
Venstrom. 

“These students at Leisure 
World are not working towards a 
degree, but are doing things they 
have always wanted to do.”

geles student, and Owens Castle- 
man, a Occidental College stu- 
dent, who comprise a Country- 
Western musical team. 


Professionally known as the 
Texas Twosome and John, the 
group will be travelling with 
RCA recording artist Buck Ow- 
ens this summer throughout the 
United States. 


“Owens thinks that we will be 
the next biggest thing in country 
music,” commented McEuen. 
“After this summer’s tour there 
will possibly be a record contract 
waiting for us.” 


McEuen, a Liberal Arts ma- 
jor, began his career three years 
ago when he first picked up a 
string instrument. 


“A long time admirer of folk 
group the Dillards, I first became 
interested in the banjo by watch- 
ing them perform,’”’ McEuen rem- 
inisced. “I learned to play by 
listening to records, by watching 
other people, and by studying 
sheet music. It’s easy to pick out 
something on a string instru- 
ment.” 


Six months ago McEuen met 
up with Murphy at the Trouba- 
dor in Hollywood. They combin- 
ed the act with Castleman, which 
seemed to click, began compos- 
ing their own songs and were on 
the way.

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Three Renown SAC Alumni 
Receive Acheivement Honors

Only a few per year are so 
honored. 

Three of Santa Ana College’s 
alumni have been selected to re- 
ceive the alumni achievement 
awards at the June 16 Com- 
mencement exercises. 


Dr. William O. Reinhardt, ’31, 
Dean of Medicine at the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley; 
Navy Captain Charles E. Roe- 
mer, 736, presently an aide on 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara’s staff in the Penta- 
gon; and Don S. Mozley, 40, 
director of news and public af- 
fairs for KCBS in San Francisco 
have been chosen to receive the 
coveted honor. 


A resident of San Francisco, 
Dr. Reinhardt, earned his AB 
and MD degrees at the Univer- 
sity of California and served as 
a professor of anatomy before 
assuming his present post as 
Dean of Medicine. While a Don 
student he was elected to three 
honor societies, including Phi 
Theta Kappa, vice president of 
the sophomore class and a mem- 
ber of the Del Ano staff. 


Captain Roemer serves on the 
staff of the Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations in the Pentagon, and since 
1937 served in all ranks from 
aviation cadet through captain. 
He commanded the Carrier At- 
tack Squadron 2, USS Salisbury 
Sound, USS Coral Sea, and serv- 
ed as chief of staff of Carrier 
Division Three, command Task 
Force 77, and the NATO staff 
in Turkey.

Unique Almanac Relates 
School Year's High Points

Opening the El Don Almanac one finds that there were 179 reg- 
ular school days at Santa Ana College. As one proceeds to flip 
through the six pages of this unique publication many of the year’s 
highlights pass by in parade.

The sophomore spiker finished 
second and established his best 
clocking of the year (9:09.0) in 
the two-mile run at the statewide 
affair, only four seconds behind 
Hancock’s Neil Duggan, who a- 
massed 30 of the team’s 41 points 
and led his squad to the champ- 
ionship. 

Mendoza never finished lower 
than third place during the sea- 
son in his two specialties — the 
mile and the two-mile.
